The Inclusion of Towfs and 
in School Divisions ? 
Excerpts from an address delivervd 
to the Alberta School Trustees’ As- 
sociation in November 1944 by Dr, 
Chief Inspector of 
Schools, Dept, of Educatioff, Alberta, 
Why and under what cfreimstane- 
es shouki villages and towns . join 
School divisions? 

1, The answer lies.chiefly in this, 
that a- modern educational program 
is something which requires a broad 
constituency, broadly based support 
and broad area planning. We con- 
ceive of educational programs as 
being devised not for restricted, areas 
but for regions, These regions may 
be of varying sizes depending upon 
factors of topography and geography 
but in most instances a town or 
village does or can serve as an edu- 
cational fotue for the surrounding 
area. It is normally within the town 
or village that high school work is 
available, It is there that rural boys 
and girls must seek living accom- 
modation while they attend school. 
It is there that there must be any 
expansion of services, increased size 
of high, school, dormitories, yocation- 
al and practical courses, alized 
work in and facilities for physical 
education and so forth. Lethbridge 
Division may point to Barrhill as an 
exception but such instances-- gre 
and will continue to be unusual, 


2. A village, ‘and to some extent a 
town, is limited in its resources, It 
has not enough pupils to enable it to 
operate a proper high school depart- 
ment, The Board Cannot operate _ a 
residence for pupile from the country 
even if it were inclined to do so. It 
provides, usually, most inadequate 
living facilities, The people with the 
best houses don’t. want boarders and 
those that are prépared, to take 
pupils in must Pharge rates which 
seem to the plurents of the pupils to 
begprohibitive, . 0. 6. _ nme 

3, The school division for its part 
does not care to encourage pupils to 
attend schools.which are inadequate, 
It does not care to incur the expense 
of setting up a dormitory when it 
has no jurisdiction over the school 
even though under the law it may 
build in a non-divisional district. It 
has little encouragement to think in 
terms of an expanding program when 
it is limited in scope, The best it can 
do is to pay tuition fees for such 
pupils as care to attend or enter into 
some sort of temporary agreement 
under which divisional pupils have 
access to the school, 

Arrangemen{s of this sort seem 
not to be too happy for apart from 
the fact that the school service is 
not usually much improved there is 
often dissatisfaction over the ap- 
pointment of the cost. The district 
considers that tHe division should 
pay the per capita cost of education. 
The division thinks not since 
pupils fit in without much strain on

Farm- 
ers who have gone through a long 
struggle to carry debts which for 
years seemed quite beyond their 
ability to take care of are going to 
be careful not to be caught in such a 
position again. They are likely to 
conserve their reserves against emer- 
gencies, whether those reserves are 
in the form of cash or securities, in 
the form of well filled granaries or of 
herds of livestock, or in the form of 
unused credit, and borrowing power 
which could be restored to in case of 
need. When that is allowed for ac- 
count must ‘be taken of the need ‘of 
new machinery, a need which grows 
every year as the life of old machines 
has been extended by care and by 
repairs. Machinery, it has been dis- 
coyered and emphasized ig absolutely 
necessary to the man who would 
make the most. of his Jabour power 
and the capacity of hia land, But 
equally with machinery-—and pro- 
ably in many cases ranking ahead 
of it--will be a demand for improved 
housing, for houses not only put in 
full repair, to make up for work that 
has been impossible during recent 
years, but for homes better equipped 
with conveniences for modern and 
comfortable living. 

No doubt willingness to invest in 
the farm as a home as well as a 
means of livelihood will be increased 
by the return to the farm of young 
men who have been abroad in the 
services or in the cities In war work. 
Many of}these will have increased 
their standards of what living condi- 
tions should be, while others, through 
their absence will have developed an 
increased affection for home,
